Florida Counties of 
Hamilton, Suwannee, Gil- 
christ, Alachua, Marion Sum- 
ter, Polk, Highlands, Glades, 
Hendry, Collier, Monroe and 
counties to the west may use 
1900-1925 and 1975-2000 ke, 
day or night.

The above is based on ex- 
tensive engineering analysis 
by the U. S. Coast Guard 
which has the responsibility 
for LORAN operation, and 
responsive to the A. R. R. Ls 
requests.

EFFECTS OF 60 CYCLE AC 
ON THE HUMAN BODY 


The effect of 110 volt AC 
line voltage has sometimes 
been misinterpreted by fellow 
amateurs. The following table 
lists the effect of various 
ranges of current flow on 
the human body. Remember 
that this current is' the 
amount flowing through the 
body, not the capacity of the 
power supply. It is calculated 
by ohms law, and by measur- 
ing the supply voltage and 
the resistence between the 
two points of contact (or 
between the one point and 
ground). The normal or ave- 
rage resistence of humans is 
quite high; usually -above 
100,000 ohms, but when the 
points of contact are wet, or 
resistance is reduced by any 
other method, the current in- 
creases rapidly. 

1 ma. or less - No sensation 
- not felt. 

2-9 ma. - sensation of 
shock, not severe. 

10 - 15 ma. - local muscle 
contractions, sufficient to 
cause freezing to the circuit 
for 2.5% of the population. 

15 - 29 ma. - local muscle 
contraction, sufficient to 
eause freezing to the circuit 
for 50% of the pop. 


30 - 50 ma. - breathing 
difficult; can cause wuncon- 
sciousness. 

50 - 100 ma - possible 
ventricullar fibrillation of the 
heart. (a) 


100 ma. to.2 or 3 amp - 
certain ventricular fibrillation. 

(a) Ventricular fibrillation 
of the heart is a condition 
in which the heart beats 
rapidly. It is usually fatal 
within minutes.

ATTENTION 
DADE AMATEURS 


During the past year I have 
noticed a considerable drop-off 
in the number of check-ins in 
the two meter Dade Emer- 
gency Net. The check-ins have 
dropped from ten to twenty 
stations to less than five sta- 
tions each week. Because of 
this drop-off, the 2 meter 
D.E.N. can no longer function 
as an efficient channel for 
the passage of emergency 
traffic. The result is a gap 
in the entire Florida AREC 
program. 


VHF is the jugular vein of 
any emergency system. Be- 
eause of its inherent advant- 
ages of less noise, greater 
dependability, and less inter- 
ference from distant stations, 
VHF is far more reliable than 
the lower frequencies for em- 
ergency communications. When 
the lower frequencies are no 
longer usable, due to jamming 
stations in a nearby alien 
country, noise from a tropical 
storm, or skip conditions, the 
messages are still getting 
through on VHF. This means 
that the more stations parti- 
cipating in VHF emergency 
nets, the greater the reliabi- 
lity of the entire emergency 
system. 

The main purpose of our 
weekly meetings is to train 
operators in efficient and 
swift handling of emergency 
traffic. Operators should not 
try to gain this experience 
during an actual emergency, 
since they do nothing but slow 
up the entire traffic systems. 
The time to learn is now, so 
that you will be ready for any 
emergency in the future. 

When participating in the 
net rises to a sufficient level, 
several new programs can be 
initiated. These programs will 
be designed to further train 
operators for emergencies, and 
they will also be interesting 
and enjoyable. Possible pro- 
grams will include code prac- 
tice sessions, technical dis- 
cussions, operating practice 
for phone and CW, armchair 
transmitter hunts, and simu- 
lated emergencies. Out-of-state 
traffic will be handled by the 
net and relayed to the NTS 
CW traffic nets. These pro- 
grams, however, cannot be 
initiated until more stations 
participate. 

So dust off the two-meter 
gear and put it on the air. If 
you don’t have any two-meter 
equipment, save your pennies 
and obtain some. Then check 
into the 2 meter Dade Emer- 
gency Net every Monday night

EARLY BIRDS 


The earliest known reference 
to electricity generated by 
chemical cells date back to 
1791 and 1799. Though some 
may believe the Egyptians of 
pyramid days may have dis- 
covered, then burried the art 
of electricity, no actual proof 
exists today to substantiate 
this legend. It is thought to 
have been discovered first by 
Luigi Galvani (1737-1798) of 
Italy in 1791 and by Alessan- 
dro Volta (1745-1827) also of 
Italy in 1799. Galvani and Vol- 
ta lived near Milano and both 
being of similar age must have 
inspired each other to these 
great accomplishments. 

Galvani, a professor of 
anatomy at Bologna Univer- 
sity, experimenting with 
frog’s legs, discovered “ani- 
mal electricity” which at the 
time was said to be “galva- 
nic.” His paper “On the Force 
of Electricity in Muscalar Mo- 
vement’ was published in 1791. 
His indicating instrument was 
named the ‘“Galvanometer.” 
The term “Galvanism” was at- 
tributed to his discoveries. 
The “Galvanic Battery” seems 
to be identical to the “Valtiac 
Battery” and small wonder 
since Galvani and Volta must 
have been great friends. 

Volta, a physicist with the 
title of Count, made many 
important discoveries in elec- 
tricity. The condensing elec- 
troscope he developed startled 
the world in 1794. His experi- 
ments with metals in salt 
water led to piling alternate 
discs of copper and zink above 
each other, separating them 
with pieces of absorbant 
cloth, moistened in salt water, 
which successfully generated 
an electrical voltage in 1799. 
The “Volta Pile’ made him 
famous. The “Valtiac Battery” 
was named in his honor, and 
of course from him we get the 
term “Volt.” 


There were many chemical 
cells developed throughout the 
years. A solution of salam- 
moniac and water (20-80) was 
found to generate 1.4 volts 
between two identical separ- 
ated electrodes. Make these 
electrodes carbon and zine and 
you have the familiar dry cell 
of 11%4v. This cell was invented 
by Leclanche. 

A solution of sulphuric acid 
and water (5-95) will gene- 
rate 1.95v between electrodes 
of zinc and copper, and is 
known as the Bunsen Cell. 

A solution of zine sulphate 
and copper sulphate (50-50) 
will generate 1v between elec- 
trodes of zinc and copper, if 


the zine is below the copper. 
This cell worked by gravity — 
so called a “Gravity Cell.” The 
lower electrode was zinc casted 
in a “crow-foot” design — so 
was often called a crow-foot 
cell. A  Scottsman by the 
name of Daniell was the in- 
ventor. This battery was fa- 
mous in early telegraph days 
on the Wells Fargo net, the 
railroads, and even today some 
remote areas where the land- 
line telegraph still clicks. 

A solution of sulphuric acid, 
bichromate, and mercury in a 
porus cup generates 2.14 volts 
between electrodes of carbon 
and zine. This is the Fuller 
Bichromate cell and never be- 
came very popular despite its 
high yield. ; 

A solution of caustic pot- 
ash, compressed oxide of cop- 
per (20-80) will generate .7v 
between electrodes of mercury 
amalgamated zine and com- 
pressed oxide of copper. This 
is the Edison-Lalande cell and 
is not to be confused with 
the Edison storage battery of 
similar name. 

Modern day science is te- 
sponsible for the very reli- 
able dry cell using the “dry” 
electrolyte of salammoniac, 
which furnishes power for 99 
per cent of the flashlights 
in existance today. The mod- 
ern mercury cell powers most 
of our hearing aids and small 
transistor portable receivers. 
Our thanks and appreciation 
1. the many scientists, engi- 
neers, telegraph operators, 
and early birds who made the 
common dry cell possible and 
popular for you and me. 

The future holds’ great 
hopes in the “Fuel Cell.” The 
Hydrogen cell is nearly suc- 
cessful today. Perhaps some 
day, portable-power will be a 
simple fission-furnace which 
will convert atomic reaction 
directly into electron-escape- 
ment, which after all is elec- 
tricity. Our greatest problem 
today is to contain and con- 
trol this tremendous force 
which holds all mass together. 
It seems simple enough to 
drive the electron from orbit, 
in fact some materials are 
made up of atoms which are 
only too glad to give up some 
of their crowded electrons. 
For every action there is a 
re-action. For every electron 
“moving-out” there is a vacant 
space, for every “burned-up” 
electron charge there is an 
equal and opposite space 
charge which must be account- 
ed for. Let the geometrical 
construction of the atom be 
stressed too far and we have 
a chain re-action of forces

HINT & KINK 
UHF CALIBRATIONS 


When calibrating an APX-6 
or similar UHF receiver, the 
third harmonic of a 430 Mc. 
signal generator or calibrator 
may be used instead of more- 
expensive UHF units. The dial 
calibration on the APX-6 
should be set at about 962 for 
1290 Me. 


The UHF receiver can also 
be used for third harmonic 
checks of modulation of your 
430 Mc. transmitter. By con- 
necting your 4380 Me. trans- 
mitter and APX-6 receiver to 
their respective antennas, a 
major malfunction in either 
the VHF or UHF antenna 
system can be detected.

THE AMCROSS SYSTEM 


As you probable know by 
now, the AMCROSS Nation- 
wide leased wire system was 
abandoned last year and Red 
Cross now relies entirely on 
commercial (and amateur) cir- 
cuits for emergency communi- 
cations. The result is a greater 
use of amateur communica- 
tions, especially in such natural 
disasters as Hurricane Donna 
and Hurricane Carla which 
utterly swamped what was left 
of commercial communication 
circuits. 

The pages on AMCROSS 
communication in the Florida 
AREC Manual of Operations, 
as a result, are completely 
obsolete and should be dis- 
regarded. 

Present indications are that 
Red Cross will work much 
more closely than before with 
the ARRL field organization 
to handle its emergency com- 
munications. This is especially 
true in Florida. The old idea 
of Mutual Aid Nets set up 
specifically to handle Red 
Cross ‘traffic only, has now 
been abandoned altogether in 
Florida. The job has_ been 
turned over completely to 
AREC. This, of course, makes 
the whole Florida AREC sys- 
tem available for such traffic. 


Within the system, primary 
reliance will be placed on 
QFEN (CW) for long-haul 


(interstate) traffic. The traf- 
fic will be pumped out of 
QFEN into other nets at Key 
Cities for distribution to its 
destination. Outgoing  long- 
haul traffic will follow the 
opposite routing. It will go 
from whatever net originates 
it to QFEN at a Key City and 
from there to its destination. 

The Florida RTTY Emer- 
gency Net (FREN) is gaining 
additional representation every 
day, and increasingly, it will 
carry Red Cross traffic in 
preference to QFEN, as RTTY 
capabilities continue to im- 
prove. 

Your Florida SECs enjoyed 
a very pleasent meeting at the 
Miami Convention with Mr. 
Bob Myers K4IAG, Amateur 
Radio Coordinator for the 
American National Red Cross. 

As a result of the meeting, 
we now clearly understand the 
problems at hand; will work 
hard to solve them in the 
months to come. — W4MLE

SATELLITE SIGNALS 


In free space, radio waves 
are governed only by a basic 
physical law that says the 
energy of the wave front di- 
minishes in proportion to the 
square of the distance it has 
traveled. Thus a doubling in 


distance brings a fourfold 
dwindling in the signal 
strength. 

Even with this gradual 


loss of energy the power re- 
quired to broadcast between 
the moon and earth is modest. 
It is estimated that a 100- 
watt transmitter as far away 
as the moon would give a 
signal powerful enough to be 
heard on earth by an ordinary 
home FM set equipped with 
outdoor antenna. 

Satellite radios, so far, 
have been much less powerful 
than this. Highly sensitive 
equipment is needed to pick 
up their signals at extreme 
distances. Nevertheless, the 
0.2 watt radio on the United 
States space probe Pioneer 
IV was heard with special 
receivers in this country and 
Britain from the immense 
distance of 407,000 miles be- 
wond earth. 

To pick up such a weak 
signal the receiver must be 
in and focus 
a large amount of the dif- 
fused and weakened _ radio 
wave energy. The giant dish 
of Britain’s Jodrell Bank ra- 
dio telescope, 250 feet in dia- 
meter, is such a collector of 
faint radio signals. 

Among the receivers that 
caught Pioneer IV’s final mes- 
sages last March were those 
at the United States Army 
Signal Research and Develop- 
ment Laboratory, Fort Mon- 
mouth, New Jersey, and at 
the Golden Lake facilities of 
Space Technology Laborato- 
ries in California. 

The main (broadcast fre- 
quency of the Soviet Union’s 
current moon probe is 183.6 
megacycles, well into’ the 
Very High Frequency (VHF) 
band. That happens to be in 
the middle of United States 
television Channel 8, but the 
signal is far too weak to be 
heard by thome sets.

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QTC? 
STOP OR X-RAY? 


What to use in place of 
punctuation in message text? 

In the recent batch of 
Youth Legislature traffic 
from Tallahassee were two 
gems from high school stu- 
dents doing their best to ac- 
quire a good cablese style and 
forgetting that punctuation is 
not sent. 

One read: HAVING FUN 
SAW GOVERNOR BILL 
KILLED IN COMMITTEE 

The other, from a very en- 
thusiastic girl read: 
HAVING WONDERFUL 
TIME SAW GOVERNOR 
WEARING YOUR DRESS 
TONIGHT 

My first impulse, as origi- 
nating operator in both eases, 
was to put some kind of 
punctuation into it. Being an 
adherent to the ARRL style, 
I used “STOP” and they 
came out: 

HAVING FUN SAW GOV- 
ERNOR STOP BILL KILLED 
IN COMMITTEE 

and: 

HAVING WONDERFUL 
TIME SAW GOVERNOR 
STOP WEARING YOUR 
DRESS TONIGHT 

These are exact replicas 
of the message texts. Kidding 
aside, it was possible to 
clarify them by putting in 
stops for each period. 

A recent QFN bulletin re- 
ports “The new system of 
QNA has been working pret- 
ty well. When 15. stations 
with 30 messages can QNI in 
4 minutes with no confusion, 
you know there is something 
to it. The main prerequisite 
to a successful QNA is for 
all stations to be right on the 
frequency QNZ and ready to 
go. Also it necessitates most 
stations having QSK so dual 
transmissions can be avoided. 
When NOS can just sit back 
and copy down all the traffic 
listings and stations without 
confusion and waste of time, 
we know we have a savvy and 
efficient net.” 

Some QFN members have 
a habit of working the CD 
parties and SS contests. Af- 
terwards, they go through 
the logs and QSL every un- 
familiar Florida station they 
worked, along with a note 
inviting their QNI on QFN. 
This has resulted in at least 
half a dozen new QFN mem- 


y bers—probably more — who 


were badly needed. It ought 
to work for other nets, as 
well. 

The first issue of the West 
Florida Phone Net Bulletin 


“QRV?” published by net 
manager WA4FIJ carried the 
following editorial. 

Are you a traffic handler 
or a traffic mishandler? Our 
main purpose on the WFPN 
is to handle traffic and thus 
to provide trained, experi- 
enced operators for emer- 
gency situations. 

Here are a few of the more 
common errors. 

(1) Overuse of phonetics 
and repeats of heading, ad- 
dress, or text. If the station 
taking your traffic reports 
he is hearing you loud and 
clear, why take the extra 
time required to spell out 
everything? Spell only those 
words which are easily mis- 
understood or which could 
cause confusion. Pass the 
message at a speed which 
you know the other operator 
can copy (just like on CW). 
A short pause after each 
phrase will allow him _ to 
catch up with you and will 
result in many less repeats. 

(2) Not being sure of the 
“check” before transmitting a 
message. Double check your 
check before checking in, if 
you will pardon the allitera- 
tion. 

(3) Long arguments over a 
“check”. If you are sure that 
you got all the text, but do 
not agree with the check, give 
a “roger” for the message and 
then correct the check by use 
of a slant sign, CK 14/18. 

(4) Failure to service back 
to the originating station any 
message which cannot be de- 
livered for any reason. Would 


you like it if your message 
was not delivered and you 
didn’t know about it? We 


can’t guarantee delivery, but 
we can provide the normal 


courtesies.

(Editor’s note: SKIP (is 
pleased to receive permission 
to print the speech, in part, 
of Herbert Hoover, Jr., W6ZH, 
President of ARRL which was 
given at the S. E. Div. Con- 
vention in Miami January 19, 
1963. For those who were not 
present and for those who 
were, we are sure you will 
read every word of it.) 
Our Guests and My 
Radio Amateurs: 

It is indeed a great pleasure 
to be here in Miami for this 
Southeastern Division Conven- 
tion, and especially so because 
it is the first time this famous 
event has been held in Miami 
as an official ARRL meeting. 

On behalf of the Directors 
and Officials of the League 
who are here tonight, as well 
as myself personally, I want 
to express our appreciation 
for your hospitality and pay 
tribute to you and your con- 
vention committees for the 
superb job that has been done 
in organizing this meeting. 
Your General Chairman, Mrs. 
Evelyn Gauzens, W4WYR, in 
particular, as well as all of 
her committee, deserve a re- 
sounding vote of commenda- 
tion for the untiring way they 
have made this meeting such 
a complete success. 


One of the things. that 
Florida has a right to be most 
the publicity it deserves, is 
its Amateur Radio Emergency 
Corps. You may be interested 
to know that our staff at 
Headquarters in Hartford have 
no hesitation in saying that it 
is the best in the country. 

Under the able direction of 
Andy Clark, W4IYT,, Section 
Emergency Coordinator for 
Eastern Florida, and George 
Thurston, W4MLE, SEC for 
the Western Section, the or- 
ganization has done an out- 
standing job of public service 
in the finest tradition of the 
Amateur Radio. 

Andy and his wife Betty, 
W4GGQ, of Florida Skip 
fame. together with George, 
first prepared and _ published 


Fellow 


the Florida AREC Plan which ~ 


received wide distribution both 
inside and outside the State. 
Later they collaborated . to 
publish the Manual of Opera- 
tions which deserves to be- 
come the accepted werk on 
this subject in all parts of 
the country. 

I have ‘been particularly 
impressed with the  wide- 
spread use of VHF in your 
emergency operations. It is 
more reliable for short haul 
traffic because it is not sub- 


ject to the fagaries of skip 
that are experenced on the 
lower frequencies, nor is it 
so subject to interference 
from distant stations. Fur- 
thermore, it is good engineer- 
ing to conserve our lower fre- 
queney bands for the longer- 
distance work to which they 
are best suited. Here again, 
Florida seems to be leading 
the way, and I hope the rest 
of the country will follow 
your example in_ turning 
more and more to VHF and 
UHF for local contacts. 


Within the last few weeks 
I had occasion to make a bus- 
iness trip in Europe, and 
while there I had an oppor- 
tunity to visit a number of 
their amateur radio societies. 
The reception they give to 
American amateurs is always 
most cordial, and I deeply ap- 
preciated their hospitality 
and the warmth of their re- 
ception. 

Everywhere I went I found 
a genuine desire to improve 
the bonds of amateur friend- 
ship and stengthen our inter- 
national organization, The In- 
ternational Amateur Radio 
Union. We in the ARRL have 
a real responsibility here, be- 
cause by its constitution, the 
officers and Headquarters of 
the IAUR are automatically 
the same as the ARRL. There 
are many ways in which Am- 
ateur Radio can be a potent 
force for better understanding 
between people in the world, 
for it is in a unique position 
to cut across international 
boundaries on person - to - 
person, peaceful basis. 


The IARU has a responsi- 
bility to represent the ama- 
teurs of the world at the 
International Conference for 
frequency allocation. Our suc- 
cess at these conferences is 
of the most vital existence. 
We must never forget that in 
the final tabulation every 
yuh Ce ee nO at. 
has a vote that counts just 
as much as the single vote of 
the United States. 

While in Europe, I had a 
chiance to talk with the offi- 
cers and members of the 
anateur societies in France, 
Holland, Great Britain and 
Ireland, and to gain an in- 
sight into their accomplish- 
ments—as well as. some of the 
problems that face them. 
While there I also had time 
to listen on the amateur bands 
to both European and Ameri- 
can signals, and I found it an 
interesting new perspective 
from which to look at some 
of our own problems on this 
side of the Atlantic.

The most startling differ- 
ence, of course, is in the rela- 
are involved. In the United 
tive number of amateurs that 
States, on the average,, about 
one person out of every 750 
in our population is a licensed 
amateur. In Great Britain it 
is one out of 5,000, Germany 
one out of 6,000, Holland one 
out of 9,000, in France and 
Ireland one out of 15,000, 
while in Italy it is about one 
out of 25,000. In the whole 
of Western Europe, which has 
a population about 80” great- 
er than the United States, 
there are only about 15% as 
many licensed amateurs. 


The lower density of ama- 
teurs in Europe undoubtedly 
accounts for a number of 
things. They have a more dif- 
ficult time than we do in 


establishing effective emer- 
gency networks and _ other 
public service activities be- 


cause there are not as many 
active stations available to 
do the job. Equipment and 
parts are far less available 
due to the smaller market and 
many custom barriers within 
the area. Bue most important, 
probably, is the fact that 
Amiateur Radio is almost un- 
Known to the general public, 
and it has a harder time hay- 
ing its voice heard in govern- 
mental affairs. 


But in spite of the propor- 
tionately ‘smaller number of 
amateurs in Europe, there is 
no doubt they are much bet- 
cer qualified, on the average, 
than we are; they are better 
operators on either CW or 
phone; and they are far more 
courteious and considerate in 
their operations. I iam not 
speaking of the top - notch 
operators in the United 
States in making this com- 
parison—for I will stack the 
best of ours up against the 
best in any land—but simply 
the over-all average of our 
operators holdin ga _ general 
class licensc or higher, who 
can be heard daily on the 
more popular bands. There 
are several reasons for this. 

Fur one thing, in recent 
years ,our amateurs have 
come to rely more’ and more 
on commercially manufactured 
equipment, while in Europe 
the majority of equipment is 
still home-built. As a result, 
our understanding of the tech- 
nical side hhas often been 
neglected and our ability to 
“made-do” has become rusty. 
The equipment we have avail- 
able today is the finest in the 
world—whether in kit form 
or finished. It is efficient, 
powerful, convenient and, by 


our standards, economical. 
But it takes more experience 
and know-how’ to. operate 
them than is provided by a 
casual reading of the instruc- 
tion manual. 


Also, our requirements for 
@ general or conditioned li- 
cense do not require as much 
study as in most of the coun- 
tries of Europe. This has un- 
doubtedly contributed to the 
general lower standards of 
operating skill here, espe- 
cially where sophisticated 
equipment, such as modern 
types of SSB, AM and RTTY 
are involved. This is not so 
much a metter of code speed, 
as it is the technical and op- 
erating competence of the 
man behind the equipment. 


Another thing also impres- 
sed me while I was abroad. 
The amateurs there, on the 
average, have a much better 
appreciation of the proper 
use of the various frequency 
bands than we do. While 
there, for instance, I heard 
many U. S. phone stations 
using the 20 meter band for 
local rag-chews. In fact at 
times they occupied a_sub- 
stantial part of our 20 meter 
phone assignment. They were 
obviously using high power 
and big antennas, for their 


signals came into Europe with 
tremendous strength Yet, 


they were using up one of 
our all-too-scarce five or ten 
order to talk for five or ten 
miles. 


In the early days, when 
there were relatively few 
stations on the air, this did 
not make much difference. 
But with 250,000 licensed 
amateurs in the United States, 
and the resulting congestion 
on our bands, we can no long- 
er continue the luxury of 
squandering our limited re- 
sources. I found much criti: 
cism in Europe of this all. 
too- prevalent American prac- 
tice, and after listening for 
awhile I certainly had _ to 
agree with them. Must of our 
congestion on phone could be 
eliminated by judicious use of 
the band switch; or better 
yet, by going to VHF for 
local contacts, as you have 
done so effectively here in 
Florida. It is good communi- 
cations practice—and it is 
good commen sense. i 
. There 1s no doubt our ave- 
rage level of competence has 
slipped backwards in the last 
ten years, and we are not 
keeping pace with the rest of 
the world. This is a situation 
we can do something about— 
and are doing through the

REMARKS 


General SCM efforts seemed 
to produce best results during 
mid-term as was expected with 
one exception. The number of 
reporting stations for 1962 
shows that more amateurs 
have been engaged in traffic 
handling than during the pre- 
vious two years. The amount 
of traffic for 1962 is less than 
that for 1961 but this has been 
a national trend during this 
period brought about mainly 
because of much poorer op- 
erating conditions prevalent. 


The total number of appoint- 
ees is less for two reasons; 
(1) the effort to bring down 
the number of OO and OBS 
stations to a reasonable figure 
for this section in accordance 
with ARRL desires and (2) 
stabilization of ORS, OPS and 
OES appointments to include 
only those who have shown 
themselves capable and de- 
sireous of holding their eligi- 
bility constant month after 
month. General poor condtions 
during 1962 has been a strong 
factor in causing dropouts be- 
cause of lack of interest in 
operating in other than the 
best of condtions. 


Generally, and in spite of 
poor conditions, DX activity 
has increased due mainly to 
the favorable effect of the 
Florida DX Organization and 
its published report. 


The increase in the number 
of SSB stations has been 
steady and very encouraging. 
Available equipment (commer 
cial) has been steadily be- 
coming technically easier to 
handle and lower in price with 
numerous models. available 
from many manufacturers. 
Most gratifying is the rapid 
increase in the use of SSB on 
both 6 and 2 meters. 


AM continues to be the lead- 
ing mode numerically if not 
efficiency wise but as the in- 
terference increases on the 
bands many AMers are turning 
to SSB or CW for their pleas-- 
ure. \« i 

CW remains the favored 
mode of an increasing number

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On the hy-gain Beam... 
Feeding and Matching the 
Parasitic Array 


BY ANDREW A. ANDROS 
WOLTE 
INPUT IMPEDANCE 


The radiation restance as 
measured at the center of the 
driven element of a 3-element 
array can vary over a fairly 
wide range since it is a func- 
tion of the spacing and tuning 
of the parasitic elements. 
There are, however, certain 
fairly well-defined trends. (1) 
The resistance tends to reach 
a minimum at the parasitic- 
element tuning condition that 
gives maximum gain, becom- 
ing larger as the element is 
detuned in either direction— 
that is, made longer or shorter. 
(2) The resistance tends to be 
lower the closer the spacing 
between the parasitic and 
driven elements. Values of the 
order of 10 ohms are typical 
with a 3-element beam having 
0.1 wave length director spac- 
ing, when the director length 
is adjusted for maximum gain. 
This can be raised consider- 
ably—to 50 ohms or more— 
by sufficient change in direc- 
tor length, at a sacrifice of 
gain. The minimum value of 
resistance increases with in- 
creased director spacing, and 
is of the order of 30 ohms at 
a spacing of 0.25 wave length. 

The principals apply equally 
to single band or multiband 
arrays. This evidence may be 
restated in the form of the 
following conclusions. 


1. The radiation resistance 
as measured at the center of 
the driven element of a three- 
element array can vary be- 
tween approximately 10 and 70 
ohms depending upon _ the 
spacing and tuning (length) 
of the parasitic elements. 

2. The resistance tends to 
reach a minimum at the para- 
sitic tuning condition that 
gives maximum gain. 


3. A typical three - element 
beam having .1 to .15 wave 
length director spacing mosé 
commercially manufactured 
arrays have approximately 
this spacing) will have a radia- 
tion of approximately 10-15 
ohms when the director length 
is adjusted for maximum gain. 


4, This can be raised con- 
siderably—to 50 ohms or more 
.—by sufficient change or de- 
tuning in the director length, 
AT A SACRIFICE OF GAIN. 

5. Increasing the element 
spacing will also raise the 
radiation resistance but be- 
yond a certain point it also 


reduces gain. (See figure 450, 
page 158, chapter 4, ARRL 
Antenna Book). Which all 
means simply this—it is easy 
to split the dipole of ‘a para- 
sitic array and feed it directly 
with a 52 ohm line. When this 
is done, however, the only way 
possible to effect a match be- 
tween the antenna and the 52 
ohm coaxial cable is to detune 
the parasitic reflector and/or 
director from the point of 
maximum forward gain. This 
is certainly a stiff penalty to 
pay for simplicity. 

We at Hy-Gain feel that it 
is the function of an antenna 
system to develop gain and 
front to back ratio. Its ability 
to do so should not be compro- 
mised to facilitate matching. 
It is for this reason that Hy- 
Gain’s engineers developed the 
commercial version of the very 
popular Gamma Match System 
or use on both the monobander 
and full sized tribander series 
of Hy-Gain antennas. In the 
Gamma Matching System the 
driven element is grounded at 
the center directly to the boom. 
This eliminates splitting and 
insuiatmg the dipole which 
usually weakens it mechani- 
cally. 

The Gamma Match is a shunt 
feeding device whose imped- 
ance transforming abilities are 
a function of the point at 
which it is attached along the 
dipole, and the ratio of the 
diameters and spacing between 
the driven element and the 
gamma rod. 

By adjusting the tap position 
along tne dipue the radiation 
resistance of any three-element 
array can be _ transformed 
easily into 52 ohms for maxi- 
mum energy transfer into the 
commonly used RG8U 52 ohm 
coaxial cable. In addition to 
transforming the impedance, 
the Gamma Rod introduces a 
small amount of inductive re- 
actance due to its length. The 
reactance can be tuned out 
by inserting, in series, a 
capacitor. 

The gamma match actually 
makes possible a perfect 1:1 
SWR (which means maximum 
transfer of energy between the 
line and the antenna) at no 
compromise in element tuning 
to facilitate matching. 

Carrying the application of 
the Gamma Match one step 
further, Hy-Gain’s engineers 
designed a triaxial gamma 
system used on the full sized 
Hy-Gain trap tribander an- 
tennas. In this instance, three 
Gamma Rods with their as- 
sociated reactance cancelling, 
coaxially formed, capacitors

are fed in parallel by a single 
52 ohm transmission line. 

Each gamma rod is set at a 
point along a dipole which 
makes possible the proper 
transformation of impedances 
and watches the coaxial 
transmission line on each band. 
Each capacitor is tuned so as 
to cancel the inductive reac- 
tance of the individual 10, 15 
and 20 meter gamma rods. 
There is very little inter action 
since each gamma rod and 
capacitor combination is ef- 
fectively a series resonant cir- 
cuit. Series resonant circuits 
are very low impedance at 
their resonant frequency (thus 
allowing R. F. energy on that 
frequency to pass). They offer 
a very high impedance, how- 
ever, to the passage of RF 
energy of all other frequencies. 

Both the single band and 
three band Hy-Gain Gamma 
Match Systems are factory 
pretuned with exact dimen- 
sions wich will result in a 
very low SWR. Although fac- 
tory precalibrated, it is also 
adjustible to compensate for 
variations which may be en- 
countered at each installation 
site. This is a very important 
feature since height above 
ground and the proximity of 
surrounding objects often 
change the characteristics of 
an antenna.

‘WHAT'S NEW WITH SSB? 
W4LIP 


(Editors note, we have had dozens of requests for unis to be rerun from the Nov. 19 60 SKIP) 


New concepts and new trends 
are always of great .interest to 
the ham fraternity. Something 
of special interest is 220, 144 and 
50 MC Single Side Band. This 
is not a passing fancy among 
either the UHF boys or the SSB 
gang. Analyzing the results ob- 
tained in the Florida area by 
some of our brave pioneers causes 
small wonder at the increasing 
interest in this new form of 
propagation. 

Yes, we do mean propagation. 
Recent discoveries reveal that 
VHF and UHF signals arriving 
via long thermal inversion paths 
and even some “local” scatter 
paths have a very high rate of 
variable refraction which is freq- 
ueney conscious, causing audio 
garble beyond recognition. This 
is thought to be in effect “freq- 
uency fold-over,” very similar in 
propagation circles as doppler 
effect but should not be confused 
as such, however. 

For many years, CW has been 
excepted the most reliable 
mode for ntification of UHF 
and VHF dx-signals. Pulse se- 


yuence is «used for best Heavy- 
side Layer soundings. Now we 
find. SSB playing ‘a new role, not 
merely more punch per watt, but 
greater intelligibility due to in- 
herint narrow band width; ap- 
parently the more narrow, the 
better, provided the voice range 
is. not’ clipped too severely. 

We have asked one’of our pio- 
neers in UHF SSB, W4LIP, to 
give us a short story on his 144 
MC rig. To do a complete story 
at this time would probably. re- 
quire a complete issue’ of, Florida 
Skip, so we decided to take the 
most important part, his “Z-2 
Converter.” This is a home built 
transmitter converter, operating 
on 32.5 me, multiplied to 130 me 
(4 x Crystal Frequency), mixing 
with any existing 14 me SSB 
VFO signal to obtain output on 
144 me. Vie says these units are 
not available commercially ’ but 
can be built very easily by most 
hams. His unit is a thing of 
beauty and sim ity. Calibra- 
tion accuracy within 1k¢e of the 
SSB VFO calibration. 

Quoting from Vic’s notes — 
The oscillator is very stable using 
a 32.5 me crystal. Cathode out- 


put of this oscillator is coupled 
to the pentode grid of the class 
A operated 6U8.to improve sta- 
bility, and adequately drive the 
6CL6 to operate as a quadrupler 
to 130 me. The 6360 push-pull 
mixer operating on a resultant 
frequency of 144-148 mc has a 
drive ,requirement of only .45 
watts. This is easily obtained: by 
inductively coupling the plate coil 
of the 6CL6 stage to the grid coil 


of the 6360 mixer. The Miller: 


coil form bases just touch each 
‘other at-the base for proper coup- 
ling. Both coils are tuned to 130 
mc, or the fourth harmonic of the 
erystal oscillator. 

The 14 me VFO injection must 
be good quality SSB, whether 
erystal,, mechanical filter, or 
phasing type, and must not ex- 
ceed the .45 watt output of the 
6U8-6CL6 harmonic generator. 

This converter has a measured 
output of 3 watts. This is enough 
to drive any final push-pull 
4X150, 4X250B or 7034 to half 
a kilowatt. This proved ‘adequate 
at W4WAQ to drive a Johnson 
Thunderbolt to a full 500 watts on 
“two.” 

The mixer operates smoothly, 


putting out a clean stable signal. 
Operating directly into an an- 
tenna .barefooted will compare 
with most ‘AM _ transmitters 
having at least four times the 
power output.
